OHAPTER86. 

PROTIWTION OF TlUDE lURKS AND LABELS. 

AN ACT to protect ~rsons. associations and unions of workin,8'men s. P. • 
and others in their labels. trade marks and forms of advertisIng. 

Be it enactad by tile General A.88emblll of tile State of I(JUJO,: 
SECTION 1. Whenever any person, association or onion of 

workingmen and others have adopted, or shall hereafter adopt, 
for their protection any label, trade mark, or form of adver­
tisinsz, it shall be unlawfol for any person or corporation to 
counterfeit or imitate such label, trade mark or form of adver­
tisement. Every person violating this section shall upon convic­
tion be punished by imprisonment in the coonty jail for not 
more than thirty days, or by a fine of not less than twenty-five 
dollars, nor more than one hundred dollars. 

SEC. 2. Every person who shall use an;r Counterfeit or imi­
tation of any laber, trade mark or form of aOvertisement of any 
snch person. union or association, knowing the same to be a 
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
